The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of 
the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as product and process of 
use. The inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or 
both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using 
the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a 
materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the bacteriophage can be 
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used as an antigen-presenting immunogen and bacterial infections 
can be treated with antibiotics. 

Inventions (III and IV) and II are related as processes of 
making and product made. The inventions are distinct if either 
or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the processes as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different 
product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In 
the instant case, the bacteriophage can be made by either of the 
claimed technically divergent methods and the genetic 
engineering approach can be used on a variety of organisms to 
produce recombinant organisms. 

Inventions III and IV are patentably distinct methods of 
producing a bacteriophage. Each method requires different 
reagents and has different method steps. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired separate status in the art because of 
their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims 
to a non- elected invention, the inventorship must be amended in 
compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(b) if one or more of the cur- 
rently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one 
claim remaining in the application.

Additionally, in order to retain the right to 
rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, Applicant is 
advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution either to maintain dependency on the product claims 
or to otherwise include the limitations of the product claims.
